Funeral of Nourritt.— We \earn from Naples that the mejan- 
choly fate of M. Nourrit has produced a great sen-ation 1m that 
capital. No difficulties were raised On the occasion of his funeral, 
which was attended by a great concourse of French and English 
residents, as well as all the Italian friends of the deceased. On 
the procession coming out of church, the body, according to the 
Neapolitan custom, was transferred from the rich cenotaph, on 
which it had been placed, to the coffin, which was to bold it in 
the grave, and everybody was anxious to geta last sight of the 
features of their poor friend. His hair was cut off, end locks of 
it were demanded and accepted with the greatest avidity by those 
who were assembled to do honor to his memory, This was in 
the evening, tha weather was beautiful, and the cortege moved 
on to the cemetary of the Madonna del Pisnto, outside of the city; 
the hearse led the way, surrounded by the professional (friends of 
Nourrit, and followed by the clergy, chanting the prayers for 
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the dead ; behind came a long file of mourners, bearing lighted 
torches. The body was at length deposited in the grave, over 
which it is stated to be the inteation of Nourrit’s friends at Na- 
ples to erect a monument. On the 14th instant a solemo mass, 
with a requiem, was to be performed, at which all the singers 
and the orchestra of the Theatre San Carlos were to assist.— 
Times.
